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PREFACE. 



The following Catalogue is issued by the Welsh Library 
Committee which was appointed by the Council of the College at 
its meeting 30th September, 1896, for the purpose of taking 
measures to develope the Welsh Department of the College 
Library. Besides its use to readers, the catalogue will, it is hoped, 
prove the means of calling the attention of all Welsh book lovers to 
the needs of the Library, which it is the desire of the CooQmittee 
gradually to develope into a nationally representative collection of 
all books and other documents of interest relating to Wales. In 
issuing the catalogue the Committee wish to point out that the 
present collection is almost entirely the results of gifts made to the 
College by private individuals during the past 25 years. Owing to 
its limited resources and the demands of its more immediate work, 
the College has been unable to apply any of its funds to the 
purchase of Welsh Libraries or single books which have fallen into 
the market from time to time, its contribution to the Welsh Library 
having been necessarily limited to the small sum which the Welsh 
Department obtains as the proportion of the Library Grant divided 
amongst all the teaching departments of the College in each Session. 
If this fact be taken into consideration, the collection is by no 
means an unsatisfactory or unimportant one even now, it at least 
affords an excellent beginning for the effort and co-operation of the 
future in this direction. 

In response to representations made by the Committee the 
Council of the College have shewn every readiness to provide the 
necessary accomodation for such a representative collection as the ^t-/ 
Committee are desirous of helping to form. / 

A strong room for the custody of MSS. is provided in the 
Central Block now being added to the College Buildings, on the 
completion of which it is proposed to assign two fire-proof rooms to 
the custody of Welsh books, with a convenient reading room 
available at stated hours for other persons duly accredited as readers 
as well as for members of the College. 

The accomodation thus provided will serve the purpose until it is 7^ 
found possible, as it is hoped it will be at no distant date, to erect a / 
special building for the use of the Welsh Library 
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11. PREFACE. 

In the attainment of their object the Committee will require the 
sympathy and co-operation of public authorities and private 
individuals in presenting : — 

1. Sets of newspapers, periodicals, transactions of societies^ 
reports of religious denominations, educational reports, and 
papers of all kinds, and all other similar publications issued in 
former years, as well as current issues of these and similar docu- 
ments for arrangement and custody in the Library. 

2. Books and Manuscripts, of which many have gone astray 
throughout Wales often for lack of knowledge of their value or 
of a proper place to which to send them, including chap-books, 
old almanacks, etc. In its proper place in an organized library 
every Welsh publication of whatever kind has its value and 
importance. 

The Committee will further be glad to receive notifications 
addressed to the Honorary Secretary (Mr. J. H. Davies, M.A., 
21, Old Square, Lincoln's Inn, W.C), or to the Librarian of the 
College, of books and collections which are offered for sale, together 
with particulars as to their special interest and condition. 

The Committee desire to express their thanks for the help and the 
promises of co-operation which they have already received.
